DXCC List. John tells us that Navassa Island - which had not been activated in over 
20 years - was the final entity he needed to have all 340 current DXCC entities 
confirmed. The recent KIN DXpedition to Navassa Island was just what he was 
waiting for! 


The only other EI with a ‘full house' of current DXCC entities confirmed is Declan 
EI6FR.

DX News 


Nick ZLIIU will be on a holiday visit to the South Cook Islands from 9th to 21st 
March. He will use the callsign ES51IOU and be QRV on HF from Rarotonga Island. 
The IOTA reference is OC-013 and QSLs go via the home call. 


An experienced multi-national team lead by Zorro JH1AJT should be active in Eritrea 
by the time you hear this. The callsign was to have been announced when the team 
arrived in E3. There has not been much activity in recent years from Eritrea so now is 
the chance to get a few E3 calls into your logbook. The expedition is expected to last 
until 17th March. The QSL manager is MOURX. 


An International Conference on Amateur Radio Communications (Hamtech 2015) is 
being held in Port Blair, capital of the Andaman Islands, from 6th to 18th March. The 
callsign VU4I will be used by Indian amateurs and the callsign VU4A will be used by 
foreign amateurs who attend the conference. QSLs go via DL4KQ. 


A team of mainly Italian amateurs will be QRV from the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo from 10th to 25th March. The callsign will be 9QOHQ and the QSL manager is 
I2YSB.
